a* Apparently Deliberate Omissions of castes* places or events. 

If we are to adhere strictly to the reporting $f factual information only 
s* it appears* then m carrot report what docs not appear. This point 
would naan a factual reporting of such emissions as we cote, 

b. Shifts in editorial policy of a newspaper. In this case# 
there ®ay be no significant factual information in the paper* ot the 
reporting of a change in their slanting of the news way be of value and 
concern* 

e. Additional notes on a publication as a source, for example* 
poet proof of accurate reporting, These would be designed to assist the 
081 analyst in his evaluation. 

d. Factual footnotes or parentheses. This would include notes 
of reference or fact which we think say be of value to the ORE analyst. 

e. Collation or suaseeticn of collateral material* This would 
include lists of new abbreviations* lists of newspapers and periodicals* 
lists of institutes or organisations with their foreign, language titles* 
orgaf-ioatiooal structures, new terse with their nearest loglieh equivalents 
•to.. This notorial oust be maintained ny ue in our work to save tias 

and to present coat accurately in HTtglish the Information as it appear®. 
Staoh material, if it sight be of value to intelligence analysts* -we solid 
like to make available. 

f. Reporting of unusual methods of presentation in a newspaper 
for apparently Insignificant information. This soy or say not be signifi- 
cant* but if not reported the ORE analyst loses alt chance to Judge and 

evaluate.
